Excerpt  from  Rules  and  Orders  relating  to 
Private  Bills. 

Rule  76. 

LL  APPLICATIONS  for  Private  Bills,  prop¬ 
erly  the  subject  of  legislation  by  the  Legis¬ 
lative  Assembly  of  British  Columbia,  within  the 
purview  of  the  “  British  North  America  Act, 
1867  ”- — whether  for  the  erection  of  a  Bridge,  the 
making  of  a  Railway,  Tramway,  Turnpike  Road, 
Telegraph  or  Telephone  Line ;  the  construction  or 
improvement  of  a  Harbour,  Canal,  Lock,  Dam, 
Slide,  or  other  like  work ;  the  granting  of  a  right 
of  Ferry ;  the  incorporation  of  any  particular  trade 
or  calling,  or  of  any  Joint  stock  Company;  or 
otherwise  for  granting  to  any  individual  or  in¬ 
dividuals  any  exclusive  or  peculiar  rights  or  privi¬ 
leges  whatever,  or  for  doing  any  matter  or  thing 
which  in  its  operation  would  affect  the  rights  or 
property  of  other  parties,  or  relate  to  any  particu¬ 
lar  class  of  the  community,  or  for  making  any 
amendment  of  a  like  nature  to  any  former  Act — - 
shall  require  the  publication  of  a  notice  clearly 
and  distinctly  specifying  the  nature  and  object  of 
the  application,  and  when  the  application  refers 
to  any  proposed  work,  indicating  sufficiently  the 
location  of  the  work,  to  be  signed  by  or  on  behalf 
of  the  applicant.  Such  notice  shall  be  published 
in  the  British  Columbia  Gazette  and  in  one  daily 
and  one  weekly  newspaper  freely  circulating  in  all 
parts  of  the  Province.  When  the  proposed  Private 
Bill  is  of  a  local  nature,  the  notice  shall  be  further¬ 
more  published  in  some  newspaper  in  the  electoral 
district  affected,  or  if  there  be  no  newspaper 
therein,  then  in  the  nearest  electoral  district  in 
which  a  newspaper  is  published.  Such  notice  shall 
in  all  cases  be  continued  for  a  period  of  six  weeks 
during  the  interval  of  time  between  the  close  of 
the  next  preceding  Session  and  the  consideration  of 
the  petition. 

72.  No  Petition  for  any  Private  Bill  shall  be 
received  by  the  House  after  the  first  ten  days  of 
each  Session,  nor  may  any  Private  Bill  be  presented 
to  the  House  after  the  first  three  weeks  of  each 
Session,  nor  may  any  Report  of  any  Standing  or 
Select  Committee  upon  a  Private  Bill  be  received 
after  the  first  four  weeks  of  each  Session,  and  no 
Motion  for  the  suspension  or  modification  of  this 
Rule  shall  be  entertained  by  the  House  until  the 
same  has  been  reported  on  by  the  Committee  on 
Standing  Orders,  or  after  reference  made  thereof 
at  a  previous  sitting  of  the  House  to  the  Standing 
Committee  charged  with  consideration  of  Private 
Bills,  who  shall  report  thereon  to  the  House.  And 
if  this  Rule  shall  be  suspended  or  modified  as  afore¬ 
said  the  promoters  of  any  Private  Bill  which  is 
presented  after  the  time  hereinbefore  limited,  or 
for  which  the  Petition  lias  been  received  after  the 
time  hereinbefore  limited,  shall  in  either  case  pay 
double  the  fees  required  as  herein  mentioned,  unless 
the  House  shall  order  to  the  contrary.  Any  person 
seeking  to  obtain  any  Private  Bill  shall  deposit 
with  the  Clerk  of  the  House,  eight  clear  days  before 
the  opening  of  the  Session,  a  printed  copy  of  such 
Bill,  a  copy  of  the  Petition  to  be  presented  to  the 
House,  together  with  copies  of  the  notices  pub¬ 
lished.  Such  publication  to  be  proved  by  affidavit 
or  declaration  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Clerk  of 
the  House.  At  the  time  of  depositing  the  Bill, 
the  applicant  shall  also  pay  to  the  Clerk  of  the 
House  the  sum  of  three  hundred  dollars.  If  a  copy 
of  the  Bill,  Petition,  and  notices  shall  not  have 
been  so  deposited  in  the  hands  of  the  Clerk  of  the 
House  at  least  eight  clear  days  before  the  opening 
of  the  Session,  or  if  the  Petition  has  not  been 
presented  within  the  first  ton  days  of  the  Session, 
the  amount  to  be  paid  to  the  Clerk  shall  be  six 
hundred  dollars.  If  the  Bill  shall  not  pass  second 
reading  one-half  of  the  fees  paid  shall  be  returned. 

77.  Before  any  Petition,  praying  for  leave  to 
bring  in  a  Private  Bill  for  the  erection  of  a  Toll 
Bridge,  is  received  by  the  House,  the  person  or 
persons  intending  to  petition  for  such  Bill  shall, 
upon  giving  the  notice  prescribed  by  Rule  76,  also 


at  the  same  time  and  in  the  same  manner  give 
notice  of  the  rates  which  they  intend  to  ask,  the 
extent  of  the  privilege,  the  height  of  the  arches, 
the  interval  between  the  abutments  or  piers  for  the 
passage  of  rafts  and  vessels,  and  mentioning  also 
whether  they  intend  to  erect  a  drawbridge  or  not, 
and  the  dimensions  of  the  same. 

78.  All  Private  Bills  for  Acts  of  Incorporation 
shall  be  so  framed  as  to  incorporate  by  reference 
the  clauses  of  the  General  Acts  relating  to  the 
details  to  be  provided  for  by  such  Bills.  Special 
grounds  shall  be  established  for  any  proposed 
departure  from  this  principle,  or  for  the  intro¬ 
duction  of  other  provisions  as  to  such  details,  and 
a  note  shall  be  appended  to  the  Bill  indicating  the 
provisions  thereof  in  which  the  General  Act  is  pro¬ 
posed  to  be  departed  from.  Bills  which  are  not 
framed  in  accordance  with  this  Rule  shall  he  recast 
by  the  promoters  and  reprinted  at  their  expense 
before  any  Committee  passes  upon  the  clauses. 

82.  All  Private  Bills  shall  be  prepared  by  the 
parties  applying  for  the  same,  and  printed  in 
Small  Pica  type,  twenty-six  ems  by  fifty  ems,  on 
good  paper,  in  imperial  octavo  form,  each  page 
when  folded  measuring  10%  inches  by  inches. 
There  shall  be  a  marginal  number  every  fifth  line 
of  each  paper ;  the  numbering  of  the  lines  is  not 
to  he  run  on  through  the  Bill,  but  the  lines  of  each 
page  are  to  be  numbered  separately.  Three  hundred 
copies  of  each  Bill  shall  be  deposited  with  the 
Clerk  of  the  House  immediately  before  the  first 
reading.

THE  CORPORATION  OF  THE  DISTRICT  OF 
SOUTH  VANCOUVER. 


A  By-law  for  tiie  Widening  of  Fraser  Street 
from  Twenty-fifth  Avenue  to  the  North¬ 
erly  Limit  of  Marine  Drive. 

r  1 1HE  Council  of  the  Corporation  of  the  District 
of  South  Vancouver,  in  open  meeting  assem¬

“  GAME  ACT.” 

URSTJANT  to  the  provisions  of  the  “  Game 
Act,”  His  Honour  the  Lieutenant-Governor  in 
Council  has  been  pleased  to  Order  that  the  regula¬ 
tions  for  the  open  seasons  on  game  made  by  Order 
in  Council  No.  254,  dated  March  6th,  1926,  be 
rescinded,  and  that  the  following  regulations  be 
substituted  therefor: — 


GAME  REGULATIONS,  1926. 

1.  The  prohibitions  declared  by  section  9  of  the 
“  Game  Act,”  being  chapter  98  of  the  “  Revised 
Statutes  of  British  Columbia,  1924,”  as  to  the  hunt¬ 
ing,  trapping,  taking,  wounding,  and  killing  of 
game,  are,  subject  to  the  provisions  of  section  3  of 
these  regulations,  hereby  removed  to  the  extent  and 
within  the  periods  and  limits  and  subject  to  the 
provisions  hereinafter  set  out  respectively  as 
follows  :— 

For  the  purpose  of  defining  the  open  seasons  for 
big  game,  game  birds,  and  trapping  of  fur-bearing 
animals,  the  Px-ovince  shall  be  divided  into  three 
districts,  to  be  known  as  the  Northern,  Eastern, 
and  Western  Districts: — - 

“  Northern  District  ”  shall  mean  and  include  the 
Electoral  District  of  Atlin  and  all  that  portion  of 
the  Pi-ovince  situate  and  lying  to  the  north  of  the 
main  line  of  the  Canadian  National  Railway, 
formerly  known  as  the  Grand  Trunk  Pacific  Rail¬ 
way,  and  to  the  east  of  the  summit  of  the  Cascade 
Mountains. 

“  Eastern  Distinct  ”  shall  mean  and  include  all 
that  portion  of  the  Province  situate  and  lying  to 
the  east  of  the  summit  of  the  Cascade  Mountains 
and  south  of  the  main  line  of  the  Canadian  Na¬ 
tional  Railway,  formerly  known  as  the  Grand 
Trunk  Pacific  Railway. 

“  Western  District  ”  shall  mean  and  include  all 
that  portion  of  the  Pi-ovince  situate  and  lying  to 
the  west  of  the  summit  of  the  Cascade  Mountains 
and  south  of  the  Electoral  District  of  Atlin. 

Provided  that  that  portion  of  the  Lillooet  Elec¬ 
toral  District  lying  to  the  east  of  a  line  drawn 
north  and  south  (astronomic)  of  Alta  Lake  Rail¬ 
way  Station,  on  the  Pacific  Great  Eastern  Railway, 
shall,  for  all  purposes  in  respect  of  open  seasons  on 
migratory  game  birds  within  the  purview  of  the 
“  Migratory  Birds  Convention  Act,”  be  constnied 
and  considered  as  lying  within  the  Easteim  District. 

Northern  and  Eastern  Districts  (Open

or  have  in  their  possession  during  the  open  season 
more  than  three  Bear  of  any  species  other  than 
Grizzly,  and  north  of  the  main  line  of  the  Canadian 
National  Railway,  formerly  known  as  the  Grand 
Trunk  Pacific  Railway,  two  Grizzly  Bear,  and 
south  of  the  said  railway-line  one  Grizzly  Bear. 

In  that  portion  of  the  Province  north  of  the 
main  line  of  the  Canadian  National  Railway, 
formerly  known  as  the  Grand  Trunk  Pacific  Rail¬ 
way,  no  person  shall  at  any  time  kill  or  take  or 
have  in  their  possession  during  the  open  season 
more  than  two  Mountain-sheep  of  any  one  species 
or  three  altogether  of  the  male  sex. 

In  the  Electoral  Districts  of  Fernie,  C'ranbrook, 
and  Columbia,  and  in  the  Electoral  Districts  of 
Cariboo  and  Lillooet,  no  person  shall  at  any  time 
kill  or  take  or  have  in  their  possession  during  the 
open  season  more  than  one  Mountain-sheep  of  the 
male  sex. 

In  that  portion  of  the  Province  situate  and 
lying  to  the  south  and  east  of  the  main  line  of  the 
Canadian  National  Railway,  formerly  known  as  the

European  Partridge:  Daily  bag  limit,  4;  total 
bag  limit,  15. 

H  estern  District. — Pheasants  (cock  birds  only)  : 
Daily  bag  limit,  6;  total  bag  limit,  25.

QuMiiiiehnu,  Cow- 
ichan,  and  Slmwnigan,  where  the  daily  bag  limit 
shall  be  ti;  total  bag  limit,  25. 

Throughout  the  Province. — Ducks:  Daily  bag 
limit,  20;  total  bug  limit,  150. 

(Iccsc:  Daily  bag  limit,  10;  total  bag  limit,  50. 

It  runt:  Daily  bag  limit,  10;  total  bag  limit,  50. 

(Ircater  and  Lesser  Velloiclegs :  Daily  bag  limit, 
15  in  the  aggregate  of  all  kinds;  total  bag  limit, 
150  in  the  aggregate. 

Wilson  Snipe:  Daily  bag  limit,  25;  total  bag 
limit,  150. 

Coots:  Daily  bag  limit,  25;  total  bag  limit,  150. 

Every  person  shall,  upon  the  request  of  any  Con¬ 
stable  or  Game  Warden,  furnish  satisfactory  proof 
to  him  of  the  locality  and  dates  on  which  any  game 
was  by  him  killed  or  taken. 

2.  The  prohibitions  declared  by  subsection  (1) 
of  section  35  of  the  “  Game  Act  ”  as  to  the  buying, 
selling,  and  having  in  possession  of  big  game  and 
game  birds,  so  far  as  the  same  relate  to  game  law¬ 
fully  killed  or  taken,  are  hereby  removed  to  the
